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In  the  spring  of  1975  >  the  Governing  Council  passed  the 
Planning  Recommendations  for  the  Faculty  of  Nursing.  The  document 
was  the  culmination  of  the  intensive  study  of  the  Faculty  begun  in 
1972  and  based  on  its  Study  of  Programmes  and  Plans.  While  this 
does  not  commit  the  University  financially,  it  does  indicate  both 
general  agreement  with  and  support  for  the  five-year  plan  developed 
by  the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  is  focusing  its  efforts  on  achieving  the 
priorities  established  in  the  plan  which  include:  extension  of  the 
graduate  programme;  development  of  one  four-year  baccalaureate  pro¬ 
gramme  with  multiple  points  of  entry;  further  development  of  conti¬ 
nuing  education. 

The  graduate  programme  continues  to  have  a  small  enrolment; 
there  is,  however,  a  steady  increase  in  numbers  of  full-time  and  part- 
time  students.  This  year  a  total  of  31  students  are  enrolled,  the 
medical-surgical  nursing  specialty  having  the  largest  number.  Next 
year,  for  the  first  time,  students  whose  major  interest  is  in  the  care 
of  children  will  be  enrolled  in  the  graduate  programme. 

The  heavy  research  component  required  in  the  graduate  pro¬ 
gramme  must  be  supported  by  a  strong  research  base  in  the  Faculty. 

For  many  years,  small  isolated  studies  have  been  carried  out  by  staff 
members  as  time  and  teaching  loads  allowed.  In  the  past?  these  indi¬ 
vidual  faculty  efforts  generated  small  isolated  studies  which  resulted 
in  minimum  building  on  previous  work  and  little  opportunity  for  emerging 
faculty  investigators  to  gain  gradual  experience.  Until  very  recently 
there  has  been  almost  no  opportunity  for  students  to  work  collaborati- 
vely  with  faculty  in  investigations.  The  Faculty  is  now  reaching  the 
stage  where  it  can  begin  to  plan  and  develop  a  higher  level  of  research 
activity.  This  will  be  essential  to  meet  the  needs  of  present  and  fu¬ 
ture  programmes  and  to  respond  to  professional  need. 

Enrolment  in  the  undergraduate  programme  remains  fairly  steady, 
with  297  students  in  the  Basic  Degree  Course  in  Nursing  and  107  full¬ 
time  students  in  the  Degree  Course  for  Graduates  of  Diploma  Schools  of 
Nursing.  Applications  for  the  basic  programme  continue  to  exceed  the 
available  places  by  over  eight  to  one.  Unfortunately  all  applicants 
cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  Ontario  system  as  there  are  roughly  three 
times  more  applicants  than  there  are  places  in  Ontario  university  nur¬ 
sing  schools.  The  summer  course  in  first-year  nursing  for  students  with 
previous  university  credits  is  becoming  publicized  by  word  of  mouth. 
Again,  enrolment  is  restricted,  with  the  result  that  students  are  making 
enquiries  for  the  summer  of  1976. 


Plans  for  the  unified  four -year  undergraduate  course  with 
multiple  points  of  entry  are  dependent  upon  the  formulation  of  reliable 
criteria  to  assess  the  appropriate  points  of  entry  for  graduates  of 
diploma  schools  of  nursing.  Until  late  this  year,  work  has  been  held 
back  because  of  a  lack  of  adequate  funding.  However,  Professor  Nora 
Parker  has  now  received  support  to  develop  reliable  and  valid  methods 
of  determining  the  extent  to  which  applicants  with  diploma  education 
have  mastered  the  competencies  which  would  enable  them  to  obtain  some 
credit  for  nursing  subjects  in  four -year  baccalaureate  courses.  It  is 
expected  that  this  phase  of  the  development  will  be  completed  in  three 
to  four  years. 

There  has  been  enthusiastic  support  for  the  rapidly  deyeloping 
Continuing  Education  Programme.  A  wide  variety  of  subject  matter  has 
been  covered  in  the  22  courses  offered  and  over  a  thousand  nurses  have 
been  enrolled  in  courses.  A  series  of  video  tapes  have  been  produced 
based  on  content  from  clinical  sessions.  These  tapes  will  be  made 
available  for  general  circulation  through  a  distributing  agency, 

A  refresher  course  for  nurses  returning  to  practice  was  offered 
in  conjunction  with  Sunnybrook  Medical  Centre.  This  approach  provides 
new  possibilities  for  exploration  of  joint  programmes,  particularly  in 
light  of  increasing  budgetary  restrictions. 

In  an  effort  to  clarify  the  Eaculty  position  on  the  education 
of  nurses  for  primary  health  care,  the  short  grant -supported  Educational 
Programme  for  Nurse  Practitioners  is  being  administered  through  the 
Continuing  Education  Programme.  This  will  provide  a  base  from  which  to 
offer  short  courses  to  expand  the  skills  of  practising  nurses,  as  they 
relate  to  patient  and  family  assessment.  An  additional  such  course  has 
already  been  offered  to  increase  the  skills  of  public  health  nurses  in 
physical  assessment.  It  is  expected  that  the  placement  of  these  short, 
non-credit  courses  in  the  Continuing  Education  Programme  will  more  clear¬ 
ly  define  levels  of  preparation  for  this  work. 

The  programme  which  started  two  years  ago  to  provide  faculty 
members  with  the  opportunity  of  increasing  their  skills  in  the  area  of 
assessment  has  expanded  this  year.  Faculty  members  have  been  practising 
in  a  variety  of  clinical  settings  which  include  schools  and  health  cen¬ 
tres,  as  well  as  with  chronically  ill  patients.  This  base  of  ongoing 
practice  is  essential  for  faculty,  who  assist  students  to  develop  and 
use  new  skills  as  part  of  their  clinical  experience. 

Earlier  in  this  report,  reference  was  made  to  research  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  Faculty,  particularly  as  it  related  to  the  graduate  programme. 
It  is  now  appropriate  to  comment  on  the  overall  research  picture.  Far 
from  being  insular  in  approach,  Faculty-based  research  involves  other 
disciplines,  other  universities  and  service  agencies . (See  Appendix  I). 
Professor  Parker  will  be  developing  her  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  Schools  of  Nursing  at  Laurentian  and  Queen’s  Universities.  Professor 
Jones  continues  to  be  involved  with  interdisciplinary  studies  related  to 
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primary  health  care.  Professor  Chapman  is  the  first  nurse  to  receive 
a  National  health  Scholar  award.  Her  research  will  involve  not  only 
teaching  staff  from  this  Faculty  hut  also  staff  and  students  from  the 
Institute  of  Child  Study,  as  well  as  public  health  nurses  in  both  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto  and  elsewhere  in  the  Province.  Studies  such  as  these 
are  engendering  a  spirit  of  inquiry  and  enthusiasm  in  the  Faculty. 

A  major  project  in  developing  instructional  material  suitable 
for  interdisciplinary  use  was  undertaken  by  Professor  Jean  Wilson  with 
grant  support  from  the  Ontario  Universities  Program  for  Instructional 
Development.  All  Ontario  university  schools  of  nursing,  as  well  as 
one  medical  school  were  represented  on  the  advisory  committee.  The 
recently  completed  modules  already  have  elicited  considerable  interest. 

The  Faculty  Fellow,  Professor  Turner,  worked  throughout  the 
year  with  a  small  group  of  staff  to  develop  a  teacher's  evaluation  guide 
for  use  with  colleagues.  A  series  of  workshops  were  held  for  all  teaching 
staff  to  further  discuss  and  refine  the  tool  which  was  later  tried  in  a 
number  of  teaching  situations.  The  guide  for  colleague  assessment  is 
similar  to  that  developed  jointly  by  students  and  staff  to  serve  as  a 
guide  for  student  evaluation  of  teaching.  These  assessments,  combined 
with  the  teachers'  self-evaluations,  will  form  a  base  from  which  faculty 
can  strengthen  their  teaching  skills. 

This  year  the  students  were  hosts  for  the  national  conference 
of  the  Canadian  University  Nursing  Students  Association.  Over  370  stu¬ 
dents  attended,  representing  22  schools  from  British  Columbia  to  New¬ 
foundland.  The  effort  and  optimism  displayed  by  the  students  resulted 
in  a  highly  successful  conference  and  added  a  new  dimension  to  the  year 
for  the  Faculty. 

During  the  year  the  Faculty  received  a  number  of  international 
visitors  from  Australia,  Cuba,  New  Zealand,  Poland  and  the  United  King¬ 
dom.  Dr.  Margaret  Scott  Wright,  Professor  and  Head,  Department  of  Nursing 
Studies,  University  of  Edinburgh,  delivered  the  Nettie  Douglas  Fidler 
Lecture.  Mrs.  Maria  Petursdottir ,  newly  appointed  Director  of  the  Nur¬ 
sing  School  at  the  University  of  Iceland,  was  a  special  student  in  the 
Faculty  during  the  Fall  term.
